Bankrupt The 
United Nations 


(Christian Economics) 


Communist Russia owes the 
United Nations J70.348.4W but con­ 
tends some of the assessments 
*re illegal and says frankly she 
wQl not pay up. 


Some of Moscow's past due ac­ 
counts in the UN Budget Office 
date back to the Sues Canal cri­ 
sis in October 195«, but most 
carry over from the Congo crisis 
of July 1960. 


If Moscow would pay up. the 
UN could remain solvent for at 
least one more year. But if 
Khrushchev won’t dig up some 
long overdue rubles somewhere, 
the UN faces bankruptcy at the 
end of 1963 with a cumulative 
operating deficit then approaching 
$ £ 0.000.000.

With the UN thus settling Into 
rigor mortis, the still unuttered 
question now haunts every world 
chancellory: “Can the United Na­ 
tions survive?** 


The answer is clear to all stu­ 
dents of UN history — unless 
Rusxa her satellites, and all her 
para - Communist cold-war allies 
in Asia and Africa pay up their 
past-due assessments, 
the 
UN 
soon will be operating entirely 
on bankruptcy scrip. The United 
Stales Congress is in no mood to 
underwrite any more UN bonds. 


This stow disintegration of the 
UN was duly heralded to the 
whole world when Russia vetoed 
action against India for the con­ 
quest of Portugese Goa in 1961. 
Commenting on that action our 
UN Ambassador, Adlai Steven­ 
son. observed in almost apoplec­ 
tic rhetoric: 'Tonight we are wit­ 
nessing the first act in a drama 
which could end with the death 
of the United Nations. The veto 
of the Soviet Union is consistent 
with its long role of obstruction.“ 
It was Russia’s 99th veto since 
1945 against 7 for all other mem­ 
bers combined. 


Who. then, still contends that 


pagan, lawless communism ever 
can become a responsible mem­ 
ber of the family of nations m 
peace under law?

By these official figures from 
fce UN books, Russia and her 
eight principal satellites are re­ 
sponsible today for J83,430.068 of 
the present UN deficit As of 
February 28 this year, the total 
current deficit on all accounts was 
J202.756.445. The Red Bloc’s share 
makes 42 per cent of that total. 
The remaining 58 per cent is bill­ 
ed principally to the impoverish­ 
ed new members in Africa, and 
the struggling marginal states of 
Asia and Latin America — ki 


ail some 40 paper states which 
often have paid their UN assess­ 
ments only with U.S. foreign aid 
funds. 


For example, among the states 
still delinquent in some accounts 
as far back as 1957 we - find 
Afghanistan. Bolivia. Libya, Pa­ 
nama, Paraguay. Saudi Arabia, 
Syna, and Yemen. 


The United States is current in 
•B her assessments, a total of 
18 different accounts, including 
UNESCO, WHO. WFO, Co n g o , 
Near East, ILO. and the World 
Meteorlogical Organization. The 
United Kingdom likewise is cur­ 
rent in all accounts. France owes 
H*.739,569 on past assessments. 


Under the UN assessment for­ 
mula, the U.S. contributes 32 per 
cent. Russia 15 per fent. Great 
Britain 8 per cent, France 6 per 
cent, and 100 other members the 
remaining 39 per cent The reg­ 
ular operating budget currently 
runs $80 million a year. 


The UN operates 17 subsidiary 
budgets for special projects. Ev­ 
ery account on the bosks shows 
S to 20 nations currently in ar­ 
rears — some for two years, oth­ 
ers for six years. 


With Cuba reported roughly a 
million dollars in default, the UN 
special fund for Economic De­ 
velopment late in 1962 set up a 
project to give Cuba $1,157,000 to 
stimulate Castro’s agricultural re­ 
search. As 40 per cent of this 
special fund is contributed reg­ 
ularly by the United States. Con- 
- gress roared in angry protest. The 
Cuban project was shelved by the 
UN. Yet the fact remains that 
seven of the nine Communist na­ 
tions now in default to the UN 
still are receiving U.S. foreign 
aid directly from Washington to 
the tune of roughly J650 million 
a year. 


Roughly one-third of today’s 
UN deficit, or J73 million, is cm 
the Congo account in which Rus­ 
sia has declined to participate 
¿nee its establishment to July 
1980. As of Feb. 28 this year, 69 
members oat of 1M were in de­ 
fault on the Congo, account 
In July 19C the International 
Court of Justice at The Hague 
Issued a formal advisory opinion

Any 
member two years in arrears 
may be deprived of his vote in 
the Assembly.

From Life Lines 
Personality t e s t i n g in our 
schools 
has 
developed 
rapidly 
from an experiment, to a fad. 
to a positive danger which every 
American should understand. 


It is difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of this issue. Con­ 
gressmen have recognized and at­ 
tacked 
personality 
testing 
in 
speeches before the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 


These tests, more often given to 
students of junior high school age. 
are more than intelligence, apti­ 
tude or "interest" tests. They 
are specifically designed to re­ 
veal the most private thoughts 
and feeiings of the student. 


Here are a few examples tak­ 
en from a “student survey” giv­ 
en to junior high school stu­ 
dents in Kansas by the Bureau 
of Child Research at the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas, which in turn re­ 
ceives tax grants from the fed­ 
eral government »answer “yes" 
or -“no” 1: 


‘ I'm ashamed of my father's 
job." 


“I think about sex a good deal 
of the time." 


“I’m losing faith in religion." 
The student is also asked to 
decide which is worse: 


"'1) Spitting on the Bible; (2> 
Spitting on the American Flag.” 
The student is given no choice— 
a frustrating experience if 
be 
would rather avoid both. 


Some other questions (answer 
“yes” or “no” ): 


"Is your father fairer about 
punishment than your mother?” 
Here, the student cannot state if 
both are equally fair. 


“Some of my friends do not 
like the way I act." 


“I wish 1 were better physical­ 
ly built or more attractive." 


“I have petted with a person 
of the opposite sex while 
on 
dates or when we were alone." 


“I wish my parents were more 
understanding, like the mothers 
and fathers of many of my class­ 
mates.” 


As a climax, this particular test 
has no less than 78 questions un­ 
der the almost incredible heading 
of "Rules We All Break," in­ 
cluding shoplifting, stealing cars, 
damaging property, beating 
up 
other 
students, 
teachers 
and 
adults, stripping off the clothes of 
others, and firing BB guns at oth­ 
er persons. 


Students are asked if they break 
these “rules" (which used to be 
called laws» alone, with other per­ 
sons. or “both alone and with 
other persons.” 


Personality testing is not con­ 
fined to the schools, tho it is in 
many ways most dangerous in the 
schools because the students are 
so vulnerable. Such tests are also 
in vogue among personnel de­ 
partments and recruiters for fed­ 
eral civil service and large pri­ 
vate corporations. 


To compel children in public 
schools to state their innermost 
thoughts and feelings on the most 
personal matters is a violation of 
privacy and a threat to personal 
independence so fundamental that 
it should be resisted. 


Fortunately this problem lies 
in an area where freedom-loving 
Americans can act. their own 
community. In many communi­ 
ties. elected scbool.boards are al­ 
ready looking into the abuses of 
personality testing and bringing 
them to an end. 


A Nisei Speaks 
To Negroes

The writer of this editorial In a 
San Francisco 
Japanese newspa­ 
per received more than 160 let­ 
ters after the gist of it had bees 
carried 
on news 
service 
wires 
over the country. Some of these 
writers, he feels, missed the point, 
possibly by not having read the 
article in its entirety. We repro­ 
duce it complete. 


We fed it is difficult indeed 
for us Nisei to really appreciate 
the suffering and agony of our 
Negro Americans. 


Twenty-one years ago about 
this time in June of 1942 many of 
us were behind the barbed-wire 
fences concentrated in 11 intern­ 
ment camps euphemistically call­ 
ed War Relocation Centers. 


Our only crime then wcs our 
color. "Why can't we be like oth­ 
er Americans?" 
Some of our 
children asked and made their 
parents weep silent tears glaring 
at 
the 
guard 
towers 
where 
walked gun-toting white soldiers 
keeping wajch over us—for what, 
we are certain, some of them 
secretly 
questioned 
themselves 
its justice. 


We then thought the Nisei were 
terribly mistreated: losing prop­ 
erty in the process of evacuation 
and losing the right of citizenship 
behind 
the 
barbed-wire 
enclo­ 
sures. 


It is dso true that the Nisei 
went thru the time when they 
couldn't go to the now defunct 
"Sutro Bath" or play at “minia­ 
ture golf’ 
establishments, 
and 
were refused service at some ho­ 
tels and eateries. 


But even with this sort of un­ 
pleasant background and discrim­ 
inatory experience in an America 
that is supposed to see anyone 
equal before God. the Nisei are 
not equipped to fathom the men­ 
tal suffering and emotional agony 
of their colored brethren of today. 


The Negroes have led their 
lives of their own. The Negroes in 
the South especially were people 
far detached from our lives and 
we tended to consider them like 
people still in servitude It is only 
in the past 10 years or so that 
we have had any sort of com­ 
munication with them living to­ 
gether in the seme neighborhoods. 
We have now come to kmw themv 
better: 
their 
aspirations, 
their 
habits, their problems. 


We have had the pleasure of 
meeting some outstanding Negro 
leaders. 


We are sad to confess, however, 
that we have had more occasions 
to come in contact with lesser 
Negroes who make a great num­ 
ber of our people afrcid to come 
out to Nihonmachi at night. 


Some of our respected Negro 
leaders, too. often present them­ 
selves as being small. 


They will tell you the reason 
that there is a large number of 
crimes being committed by the 
Negroes is because the colored 
people are not equally treated. 
They will tell you that the reason 
why there are more Negro drop­ 
outs from high schools is because 
the colored children are not giv­ 
en opportunity to follow the kind 
of work they want after gradua­ 
tion. 


They blame society for their 
woman-folfcs giving birth to il­ 
legitimate children and living on 
welfare rhecks They blame so­ 
ciety for petty thefts and rapes 
being perpetrated by their man- 
folks in Nihonmachi. In short, 
they blame all of their anti-social 
habits and cultural maladjust­ 
ment on the “unjust” community 
in which they live. 


We have yet to hear any Ne­ 
gro voice “blaming" themselves 
for their social maladjustment. 


We once told a prominent San 
Francisco Negro 
leader at 
a 
NAACP gathering that one doesn’t 
have to have a penny in his pock­ 
et to check himself from stealing 
or raping a woman, for that was 
what he had implied in his chip- 
on-the-shoulderish defense of Ne­ 
gro misbehavior. 


What we are trying to say most 
sincerely here is that the Negro 
community leaders should do a 
little soul-searching of their own 
today and see if their backyards 
couldn’t be tidied up a bit, find 
if their children couldn’t be given 
a little more community push and 
encouragement for education, and 
examine if there is not one rock 
too many on their shoulders need­ 
lessly. 


From the looks of the Ne­ 
gro papers in San Francisco there 
is an apparent lack of this sort of 
leadership: this sort of self-reflec­ 
tion. 


We have no intention st all of 
expecting the Negro children to 
be long-suffering for education 
like the Oriental children — who 
are impressed with the virtues of 
long-suffering — for this may be 
considered 
feudalists 
and 
an­ 
achronistic in this age of prag­ 
matic living. 


We have no intention at all of 
telling the Negro community lead­ 
ers. brazenly, to soft«» their fight 
for integration and for equal op­ 
portunity — for thst is our fightt 
too. 


But we believe there is a cry­ 
ing need on the part of the Ne­ 
gro community as a whole to 
make a concerted effort sincerely 
to better themselves. And this ef­ 
fort should be made hand in hand 
with their effort to break down 
the social and economic barriers. 
These two efforts can and should 
be made together. 


Do not say, impatiently, there 
is no time. Life is long, and

Inflation Thru the Ages

It is fascinating, altho disheart­ 
ening, to note how ancient prob­ 
lems. which men once thought 
they had solved, arise again and 
again to plague mankind. Take, 
for instance, the simple problem 
of inflation. That's the old one. 
but “modern" man in the Space 
Age seems to be completely mysti­ 
fied by the upward push of the 
“consumer index." altho many of 
the old-timers who had no index 
knew 
what 
was 
causing 
the 
trouble. Inflation is a chronic dis­ 
order of economic life, often be­ 
coming acute, for the simple rea­ 
son that the powers-that-be just 
can’t resist the temptation to 
multiply the effective monetary 
stock — what passes for money 
— whenever they are hard press­ 
ed for funds to promote another 
vote-catching scheme 
to please 
the rest of us. Obviously, if we 
are going to have fiscal respon­ 
sibility, there must be an effec­ 
tive check on both the politician 
and the voters who keep him in 
power, which is a powerful ar­ 
gument for keeping our tax dol­ 
lars and control over them 
at 
home. We, the people, pay all 
the bills anyway, so we can’t lose 
by doing so directly thru local 
agencies which supply the need­ 
ed services. Furthermore, 
the 
folks back home can’t print mon­ 
ey arbitrarily as central govern­ 
ments are prone to do. 


Inflation is an interesting phe­ 
nomenon. too. aside from the fact 
that it is presumably the No. 1 
problem today. For one thing, the 
cause and symptoms have been 
clearly recognized 
for 
a 
long 
time, literally ages before man 
understood the cause of infection 
or the secrets of the atom. The 
Caesars did more than their share 
of debasing the coinage until mon­ 
ey passed from hand to hand in 
bags without opening, because it 
didn’t pay to take the time to 
count the worthless stuff. Marco 
Polo observed that the Mongols 
had discovered the secret of al­ 
chemy “in perfection” by making 
paper money from the inner bark 
of the mulberry trees. The khan 
over-issued it, too, until it "wasn’t 
worth a continentaL” It was just 
too easy to make more. Polo es­ 
timated that the khan’s annual 
addition to the monetary stock 
“must equal in amount all the 
treasure in the world.” David 
Hume was aware back in 1752 
what a calamity it would be if 
“all the money of Great Britain 
were multiplied five-fold in a 
night." 


The 
consequence 
of 
cheap 
money policies was well under­ 
stood a thousand years before the 
Caesars started multiplying the 
denarii to provide a “Roman hol­ 
iday.” Lycurgus, founder of the 
Spartan 
state, 
knew 
perfectly 
well how to reduce his country­ 
men to the state of abject pover­ 
ty he thought would be good for 
them. He decreed that they use 
iron money so that it would be 
nearly worthless. It was; trade 
languished; and it cannot be de­ 
nied that he succeeded very well 
in 
accomplishing 
his 
purpose. 
What mystifies the thoughtful citi­ 
zen today is how our contem- 
temporaries hope to build “an af­ 
fluent society" on the basis of 
"easy money” with less intrinsic 
value than old 
Lycurgus* 
iron 
standard. Can we hope that our 
hick will be better than the mul- 
^ titude of others who have tried 
Sie same scheme with the same 
results, down thru history? 


Now. of course, it is true, once 
people have gotten used to a rep­ 
resentative 
money 
— p a p e r 
backed by gold — that one can 
quietly pull the gold out from un­ 
der the paper without any notice­ 
able effects in the short run; and, 
.if the responsible authorities can 
resist the pressures and tempta­ 
tions to expand the supply, the 
system may work a long tin» 
without any difficulties. But that’s 
the rub! There must be effective 
restraints, checks and balances, 
before any monetary system will 
work for long. Also, the arrange- 


turies end centuries after we are 
gone. 


This is the time for soul-search­ 
ing for all Americans — from 
President 
Kennedy down. And 
America is doing it today. Ne­ 
groes should be a part of it. too. 


ment must be simple enough so 
that ordinary people can under­ 
stand it, and know if their mon­ 
ey has been tampered with. .That 
may sound like 
an 
impossible 
ideal 
but 
Adam Smith 
stated 
that: 


When King John of France, in 
order to pay his debts, adulterat­ 
ed his coin, all the officers of his 
mint 
were 
sworn 
to 
secrecy 
‘Even then the fraud'. . .could 
never be concealed very long. . . 
'and) the coin. . .after the great­ 
est adulterations . . .has almost 
always been brought back to its 
former fineness. It 
has 
scarce 
ever happened that the fury and 
indignation of the people could 
otherwise be appeased. 


It is significant that democratic 
governments today regularly re­ 
sort to what Smith called that 
“juggling trick" of debasing the 
monetary 
standard, 
something 
that even a tyrant couldn’t get 
by with then. U is an ominous 
trend, 
too. 
when 
one 
recalls 
Lenin's suggestion that the way to 
destroy capitalism is to debauch 
the currency. 


If, in this scentific age, we put 
any confidence in the experimen­ 
tal method, few things have been 
tried more often or have more 
uniformly come out the same way 
than the experiment in inflation 
upon which we seem to be em­ 
barked at present It has been 
proven again and again that a 
currency or coinage tends to drop 
to the intrinsic value of the ma­ 
terial of which it is made. Ob­ 
viously. it can’t fail farther or the 
money would be taken out of cir­ 
culation for its scrap value - but 
as long as it is overvalued, there 
will be pressure to make more. 
Surely Boyle’s Law is no more 
solidly substantiated. 
SOUND MONEY 
But there is more to achieving 
monetary stability than simply re­ 
turning to gold. We wouldn't stay 
on gold — you recall we didn’t— 
unless we quit trying to do a lot 
of things which are inconsistent 
with the workings of a gold stand­ 
ard or any stable monetary sys­ 
tem. The thing that is destroying 
the value of our money, and our 
nation along with it, is our end­ 
less 
round 
of perpetual-motion 
schemes — something for noth­ 
ing — economic witchcraft that 
doesn't go well with the atomic 
and jet age. If our money hasn’t 
dropped yet to the price of waste- 
paper, this does not deny we are 
headed in that direction. At a 
yearly inflation rate which ap­ 
proximates 
normal 
interest 
charges, it shouldn't take more 
than a generation or two to get 
there. In the meantime we’ll suf­ 
fer the fate of France, which, 
said Dickens, in the opening page 
of the "Tale of Two Cities.” roll­ 
ed 
with 
exceeding 
smoothness 
down hill, “making paper money 
and spending i t ” 


Our persisting blunders in the 
social. realm, as compared with 
our success in science, are parti­ 
cularly striking when one recalls 
that Copernicus suggested to his 
contemporaries how to get back 
to sound money more than twen­ 
ty years before he published his 
great work which reordered the 
universe. There was the usual de­ 
lay in getting people to change 
their astronomical concepts, which 
seems to distress us greatly. We 
are most uncharitable with Gali­ 
leo’s tormentors nearly a cen­ 
tury later, who had not yet caught 
up with the Copernican revolu­ 
tion in astronomy. But we have 
not yet learned the simple les­ 
son in economics which Coperni­ 
cus tried to teach before he took 
up his larger assignment in outer 
space. Science we learn slowly, 
but economics — that we do not 
learn! 


This incredible lag is intoler­ 
able. Adam Smith published the 
“Wealth of Nations” in 1776* It 
had its lim itations, but k was a 
tremendous step forward. John 
Dalton proposed the basis of mod­ 
em atomic theory a generation 
later. His ideas were inadequate, 
too, but a real m ilestone in hu­ 
man progress, and the reader can­ 
not help knowing something of the 
enormous strides we have ~nade. 
for good or ill. in the last century 
and a half. 


In the economic realm we made 
great progress for a time, but 
have since reverted to sixteenth 
century mercantilism with all its 
maladjustments, irnsiraiio&s, and 
inevitable tendencies toward war. 
As Bastiat said more than a hun-

I went right 
down to the store and asked the 
manager if he would try a dozen 
loaves to see if there was enough 
demand to justify further pur­ 
chases. The store manager said. 
Deliver me a dozen loaves and 
we wnll give a a try.' 


“There was 
real 
excitement 


in our house that night as my 
wife finished baking. Bright and 
early 1 delivered the dozen loaves 
and the manager told me to come 
bade at six o’clock to take back 
the unsold loaves. 1 was their 
at six pm . and the manager

tomorrow. We soid your dozen in 
less than an hour! This bread 
will not be on consignment; we 


will pay you on delivery.' 


“When my wife got this news 
riie cried again, but it was a 
happy flood of tears that flowed 
from a pair erf sparkling eyes. 
We baked all night and made 
the delivery on time. Then we 
waited for the results. At six 1 
visited the store to see what had 
happened to the 50 loaves. The 
manager told me the last loaf 
was sold at 4 30 p m. 


"For three days we delivered 
the 50 loaves and on the third 
day all the bread was soid by 
2:38. ‘Bring in 75 loaves tomor­ 
row,’ the manager beamed.

York I casually asked the gentle­ 
man how successful his operation 
really was. “Well.” he replied,

We need 
to evaluate the basic principles 
of laissez faire capitalism in the 
light of Christian morals. 


Laissez faire capitalism is the 
view that man should be free to 
own property, to act in accord 
with his own value judgments, to 
exchange his labor, goods and 
ideas with others at mutually 
agreeable prices. In his relation­ 
ship to things and to his fdlow- 
men he is to be free from exter­ 
nal coercion from the govern­ 
ment unless he himself engages 
in violence or interferes with thè 
freedom of others. The purpose 
of government is to restrain evil 
and violence and to administer 
justice equally for all. One of the 
main characteristics of modem 
capitalism, which requires the di­ 
vision of labor and capital invest­ 
ment, is mass production of goods 
for consumption by the masses. 
It is the mass of men by buying 
ami refusing to buy who deter­ 
mine who is to make a praßt and 
who to suffer loss in the compe­ 
tition to supply their wants. 


Laissez faire comes from an 
expression that means to leave 
it alone. It is the concept of 
freedom essential to free enter­ 
prise capitalism. This is not an 
unlimited, 
unrestrained individ­ 
ualism as some have pictured 
it. 
Rather it is freedom within 
the limits of law and consonant 
with Christian morality. 
God's 
law forbids murder and along 
with it all coercion except in the 
restraint of evil. In fact the 
whole Christian philosophy is one 
of voluntarism and depends upon 
persuasion rather than force to 
influence others, 


A fundamental principle of free 
capitalism is private ownership 
of the means of production. Pri­ 
vate property is demanded also 
by the precept of the moral law 
which 
forbids 
theft. 
Freedom 
from coercion in the use of pri­ 
vate property is a right inherent 
in ownership. The coercive pow­ 
er of the state may legitimately 
restrict ttüs right only ***** its 
use involves - interference 
with 
the rights of others. The Chris­ 
tian religion teaches the sacred­ 
ness of human life as a gift of 
the Creator. This right to life 
involves the right to the means 
of sustaining it and supplying its 
wants. 


Capitalism needs for its exis­ 
tence a rule of law. There must 
be power invested in government 
sufficient to protect the members 
of society and to enable them 
freely to pingue their own crea­ 
tive and productive ends. Law, 
contrary to the socialist concept 
of the rule of men. must be su­ 
perior to the rulers of the land 
and equal for all. Rule by law 
Ls rooted in the Christian view 
of the absolute authority of the 
law of God. The Ten Command­ 
ments are moral precepts that 
are absolutes because expressing 
the character and WiB of God 
and based on His authority, they 
provide the norms for our con­ 
duct In proportion as man’s con­ 
duct conforms to these precepts 
will social cooperation and pros­ 
perity ensue. 


The accumulation of savings to* 
vested in the tools of produc­ 
tion is essential to capitalism. 
Here, too, we find the Christian 
concept of thrift and stewardship 
under God of the goods of this 
world completely in accord. 


Division of labor and the con­ 
sequent exchange so vital to cap­ 
italism has led the world into its 
present state of civilization and 
material progress. The principles 
of laissez faire capitalism require 
that this be a free exchange. 
This freedom of exchange is in­ 
volved in the basic right of pri­ 
vate property for there is no true 
ownership if the owner is not free 
to exchange to his best advan­ 
tage. This also is consistent with 
the Christian idea of love and co­ 
operation. If the state has the 
right to restrict the free local or 
international exchange of goods 
(except where its own defense is 
involved), by »hat principle may 
it be prevented from restricting 
the 
ire» exchange of 
ideas? 
Could it not also restrict Chris­ 
tian missions which are based on 
the Christian obligation to sede 
by persuasion to lead men to a 
right relationship with God and 
to a relationship to things and to 
their feSowmen consistent with 
that and in accord with the moral 
Law? 


Free competition in accord with 
tiie principle of law with the pos­ 
sibility of profits and losses is es­ 
sential to capitalism. Düs “dog- 
eat-dog” competition as it has 
been labeled, is perhaps one of 
the chief stumbling blocks to a 
ready acceptance of the capital­ 
istic philosophy. 
This, m a n y 
Christians reason, is not in ac­ 
cord with Christian principles, is 
in conflict with Christian tot» and 
the epitome of selfishness. Much 
has been written on the concept 
of love winch requires man to be 
moc« concerned with the welfare 


0? oSscrs ffian with his o ra *d» 
fare. Hence, aacMlisMt with Hi 
ideal of a s equal distribution. or 
an approach to this 'ia the wel­ 
fare state, Is «¿eemed te be 
mare in accxnd w ith Christian 
ideas of love than is capitalism, 
But this concept needs a more 
careful examination. Homan love 
is not “selfless.” We are to love 
th e neighbor . “as ourselves** 
which is the stmt of the law of 
God in regard to oar human re­ 
lations. Our own self-interest and 
love is to be &e standard by 
which we love others. The com­ 
mands of which this lore is the 
sum are stated largely In the 
negative, indicating that we are 
to be free and to permit free­ 
dom accept to do evil. The very 
law that requires love is stated 
in such commandments as, “Thou 
shait not kOl, commit adultery, 
steal, bear false witness or cov­ 
e t” The seeking of one’s own 
welfare in accord with the moral 
law, accompanied by voluntary 
charity to others in tftn» of spe­ 


cial need is the bed: way to ad* 
vance the well-being of all and 
completely in accord with Chris­ 
tian ethics. 


We often forget that the end 
result of this free competition by 
which some suffer losses is the 
most effective service of the 
masses. The question is one of 
where the losses are to fall, upon 
entrepreneurs who faS to serve 
the people's wants adequately or 
upon the people, who under so­ 
cialism are forced to subsidize 
the inefficient entrepreneurs and 
thus absorb their losses. 


The Christian does not need to 
be embarrassed by the principles 
erf laissez faire capitalism nor be 
ashamed to openly adhere to this 
philosophy provided the actors ad­ 
here to Christian ideals. Correct­ 
ly understood, capitalism is con­ 
sistent with and perhaps even an 
outgrowth of Christian principles. 
(See Max Weber's The Protestant 
Ethic and the Spirit of Capital­ 
ism.) It is a system of the eco­ 
nomic organization of s o c i e t y 
completely in accord with the 
precepts of God's m ori law. It is 
also a system that far better 
than any other known, advances 
the well-being of the mass of 
mankind.

— 
somewhere — is paying: for it; so 
you should determine what te ex­ 
pects to receive in return.

Personality t e s t i n g in our 
schools 
has 
developed 
rapidly 
from an experiment, to a fad. 
to a positive danger which e\ery 
American should understand 
It is difficult to exaggerate the 
importance of this issue 
Con­ 
gressmen have recognized and at­ 
tacked 
personality 
testing 
in 
speeches before tv U S 
Hou^e 
of Representatives 
These tests, more often given to 
students of junior high school age. 
are more than intelligence, apti­ 
tude or “ interest** tests 
They 
are specifically designed to re­ 
veal the most private thoughts 
and feelings of the student 
Here are a few examples tak­ 
en from a "student survey” giv­ 
en to junior high school stu­ 
dents in Kansas by the Bureau 
of Child Research at the Univer­ 
sity of Kansas, which rn turn re­ 
ceives tax grants from the fed­ 
eral government ‘answer ‘'yes” 
or 
'no” ': 
“ I'm ashamed of my father's 
job "* 
“ I think about sex a e<*»d oea! 
of the time " 
"I'm losing faith in religion ” 
The student is also asked lo 
decide which is worse: 
*‘• I» Spilling on the Bible. '2 1 
Spitting on the American Flag " 
The student is given no choice— 
a frustrating experience if 
V 
would ratV r avoid both 
Some other questions (answer 
' yes*’ or “bo” ); 
“Is your father fairer about 
punishment than your mother"* 
Here, the student cannot state if 
both are equally fair 
' Some of my friends do not 
like the way I act " 
"I wish I were better physical­ 
ly built or more attractive " 
“ I have petted with a person 
of t v opposite sex while 
on 
dates or when we were alone ” 
“ I wish my parents were more 
understanding, like tV mothers 
and fathers of many of my class­ 
mates ** 
.As a climax, this particular test 
has no less than 78 questions un­ 
der the almost incredible heading 
of "Rules We .All Break.” in­ 
cluding shoplifting, stealing cars, 
damaging property, beating 
up 
otV r 
students, 
teachers 
and 
adults stripping off the clothes of 
others, and firing BB guns at oth­ 
er persons 
Students are asked if they break 
these ' rules” (which used to be 
called laws* alone, with otV r per­ 
sons. or “ both alone and with 
otV r persons ” 
Personality testing is not con 
fined to tV schools, tho it is in 
many ways most dangerous in the 
schools because the students are 
so vulnerable Such tests are also 
in vogue among personnel de­ 
partments and recruiters for fed­ 
eral civil service and large pri­ 
vate corporations. 
To compel children in public 
schools to state tV ir innermost 
thoughts and feelings on the most 
personal m atters is a violation of 
privacy and a threat to personal 
independence so fundamental that 
it should be resisted 
Fortunately this problem lies 
in an area where freedom-lovinc 
Americans can act 
their own 
community 
In many communi­ 
ties. elected school boards are al­ 
ready looking into the abuses of 
personality testing and bringing 
them to an end.

To Negroes

We feel it is difficult indeed 
for us Nisei to really appreciate 
the suffering and agony of our 
Negro Americans 
Twenty <me 
years 
ago 
about 
this time in June of 1942 many of 
us were behind the barbed-mire 
fences concentrated in ll intern­ 
ment camps euphemistically call­ 
ed War Relocation Centers 
Our only cr,me then w ls our 
color “Why can't we be like oth­ 
er 
Americans'*” 
Some oI 
our 
children asked and made their 
parents weep silent tears glaring 
at 
tV 
guard 
towers 
wVre 
walked gun-totmg white soldiers 
keeping wa^cta over us—for what, 
we are certain, some of them 
secretly 
questioned 
themselves 
its justice 
We then thought the Nisei were 
terribly mistreated 
losing prop­ 
erty in the process of evacuation 
and losing the right (rf citizenship 
behind 
t v 
barbed-wire 
enclo­ 
sures. 
It is clso true that the Nisei 
went thru the time when they 
couldn't go to the now defunct 
* Sutro Bath” or play at “muua 
lure golf” 
establishments, 
and 
were refused service at some ho­ 
tels and eateries 
But e ien with this sort of un- 
pleasant background and discrim­ 
inatory experience in an America 
that is supposed to see anyooe 
equal before God. the Nisei are 
mrf equipped to fathom tv men­ 
tal suffering and emotional agony 
of their colored brethren of today 
The 
Negroes 
have led their 
lives (rf tV ir own The Negroes in 
the South especially were people 
far detached from our lives and 
we tended to consider them Uke 
people still in servitude It is only 
in the past IO years or so that 
we have had any sort (rf com­ 
munication with them living to­ 
go! ber m the s..me neighborhoods 
We have now come to know them ' 
better 
their 
aspiration*, their 
habits, their problems 
We have had the pleasure of 
meeting some outstanding Negro 
leaders 
We are sad to confess, however, 
that we have had more occasions 
lo come m contact with lesser 
Negroes who make a great num­ 
ber of our people afraid to come 
out to Vhonmachi at night 
Some of our respected Negro 
leaders, too. often present them 
selves as V ins small 
They will tell you the reason 
that tV re is a large num Vr of 
crimes being committed by the 
Negroes is because the colored 
people are not equally treated 
TVy will tell you that the reason 
why there are more Negro drop­ 
outs from high schools is because 
tV colored children are not giv­ 
en opportunity to follow the kind 
of work they want cfter gradua­ 
tion 
They blam*' society for their 
woman foils, giving birth to il­ 
legitimate children and living on 
welfare checks 
They blame so­ 
ciety lee petty thefts and rapes 
being perpetrated bv their man 
folks rn Nihonmachi. In short, 
they blame all of their anti-social 
habits 
and cultural 
maladjust­ 
ment on the “unjust" community 
in which they live. 
We have yet to hear any Ne­ 
gro voice “blaming” themselves 
for their social maladjustment 
We once told a prominent San 
Francisco 
Negro 
leader 
at 
a 
NAACP gathering that one doesn't 
have to hive a penny in his pock­ 
et to check himself from stealing 
or raping a woman, for that was 
what he had implied rn his chip- 
on the shoulder^ defense of Ne­ 
gro misbehavior 
What we are try ing to say most 
sincerely here is that IV Negro 
community leaders should do a 
little soul-searching of their own 
today and see if their backyards 
couldn't be tidied up a bit. find 
if their children couldn't be given 
a little more community push and 
encouragement for education, and 
examine if there is not one rock 
too many on their shoulders need­ 
lessly 
From 
the looks of the 
Ne­ 
gro papers in San Francisco tV re 
is an apparent lack of this sort of 
leadership this sort of self-reflec- 
Uon 
We have no intention jrf all of 
expecting IV Negro children to 
he long suffering 
for 
education 
like the Oriental children — who 
are impressed with IV virtues of 
long suffering — for this may be 
considered 
feudalistic 
and 
an­ 
achronistic rn this age of prag­ 
matic living. 
W> have no intention at all of 
telling the Negro community lead­ 
ers. brazenly, to soften their fight 
for integration and few equal op­ 
portunity — for th a is our fight, 
too. 
But we believe there is a cry­ 
ing need on tV part of the Ne­ 
gro community as a whole to 
make a concerted effort sincerely 
lo better themselves And this ef­ 
fort should be made hand in hand 
with their effort to break dour 
tV social and economic barriers 
TVse two efforts can and should 
be made together

ed for funds to promote another 
vot e-cat ch mg scheme 
to

Obviously, if we 
are going to have fiscal reopen 
sibtlity, tV re must be an effec­ 
tive check on both tv politician 
and tV voters who keep him in 
power, which is a powerful ar 
gument for keeping our tax dol­ 
lars and control over them

home 
We. th* people, pay all 
tv bills anyway, so we can't lose

upon which we seem to be em­ 
barked at present 
It has been 
proven again and again mat a 
currency or coinage tends to drop

viously. it can't fail farther or tV 
money would V taken out of cir­ 
culation for its scrap value • but 
as long as it is overvalued, there 
will be pressure to make more.

But there is more to achieving 
monetary stability than simply re­ 
turning to gold We wouldn t stay- 
on gold — you recall we didn t— 
unless we quit trying to do a lot 
of things which are inconsistent 
with IV woikings of a gold stand 
ard or any stable mood ai > sys­ 
tem T V thing that is destroying

and jet age If our money hasn t 
dropped yet to the price at waste­ 
paper. this does not deny we are 
headed in that direction. At a

charges, it shouldn't take more 
than a generation or two to get 
there In the meantime we ll suf­ 
fer tV fate of France, which. 
said Dickens, in tV opening page

Our persisting blunders in the 
social realm, as compared with 
our success in science, are parti 
cularly striking when one recalls 
that Copernicus suggested to his 
contemporaries bow to get back 
to sound money more than twen­ 
ty years before V published his 
great work which reordered the 
universe.

This incredible lag is intoler­ 
able 
Adam Smith published IV 
' Wealth of Nations 
in 17769 It 
had its limitations, but it was a 
tiemendous step forward. 
John 
Dalton proposed the V ais of mod­ 
ern atomic theory a generation 
later His ideas were inadequate, 
too. but a real milestone to hu­ 
man progress, and the roader can­ 
not help knowing something of the 
enormous strides we have made, 
for good cr ill. is the last century 
and a half. 
In IV economic realm we made 
great progress for a time. but 
have since reverted to sixteenth 
century mercantilism with all its 
maladjustments, frnslrauons, and 
inevitable tendencies toward war.

This ' dog- 
est-dog” competition as * has 
been labeled, is perhaps one of 
tv chief stumbling blocks to a 
ready acceptance af the capital­ 
istic philosophy. 
This. m a n y 
Christians reason, is not in ac­ 
cord with Christian principles, is 
in conflict with Christian tore and 
the epitome of selfishness. Much 
has been written on the concept 
of love which requires man to he 
more conofrned with t v welfare 


bf others than with Ida aam wel­ 
fare. Hence, aerialists with Ha 
ideal of aa equal distribution, ar 
an approach lo this ii the wel­ 
fare state, is esteemed la ba 
more in accord with Christian 
ideas of tore than is capitalism. 
But this concept needs a more 
careful examination. Human lore 
is not 
seifleaa.” Wa are to lore 
th * 
neighbor 
“as 
ourselves” 
which is tV sum of the law of 
God in regard to our humaa ro­ 
ll irons Our own self-interest and 
love is to ba the standard by 
which we love others. TV com 
mends af wtacb this love it tho 
sum are stated largely la the 
negative, indicating that wa ars 
to be free and to permit free­ 
dom except to do evil. Tho very 
law that requires love is stated 
in such commandments as. “Thou 
shalt not kill. commit adult err.

The acute analysis of Current 
Trends in Art was given last week 
by Mrs. Anna Bacchi on the oc­ 
casion of the dinner meeting of 
the Delta Kappa Gamma Socie­ 
ty. She was introduced to the 
more than sixty members present 
by Mrs Rosemae Campbell, pro­ 
gram chairman, who briefly out­ 
lined Mrs Bacchi s qualifications 
to speak on art and called atten­ 
tion to the display of some of her 
pictures 
Mrs 
Bacchi stated that mod 
e-n art reflects a continuance of 
the eternal swinging between the 
two poles, from realism to ab­ 
straction. with always more or 


le ss emphasis either on the con­ 
ceptual approach with accent on 
beauty or on the impulsive ac­ 
tion with the stress on emotion 
According to her standards, art 
must be beautiful in the esthetic 
sense of the word "pleasing to the 
eye.” and the final test of fine 
art is the glory in looking at it 
Second, it must communicate— 
it is a double dialog, first be­ 
tween the artist and nature, him­ 
self. science, philosophy, religion, 
painting itself, and then between 
•he artist and the spectator, who 
must take part by using his own 
imagination, intelligence, and in 
sight 
what he receives depends 
in great part on his owm experi­ 


ence and capabilities Third, art 
must be original 
Even in figurative art. the art- 
.sts have long since quit trying 
to paint grapes so realistically 
that they fool th^ birds; the art­ 
ist perceives the object, but thru 
his poetic intuition based on all 
his former sensations and mem­ 
ories. stored in his conscious, pre­ 
conscious. 
or 
subconscious, he 
transforms it and presents us 
with an original artistic creation 
Quoting from a recent essay bv 
Jean Paul Sartre 
which she and 
her husband have just recently 
translated 
she said that very 
'Pen artists find that abstract art 
is better 3ble to express some 
emotions than is the figure, for 
when human figures are used to 
present an unsustainable specta­ 
cle. torture, suffering, the specta­ 
tor reacts with quick sy mpathy as 
J the w(Hinds were holes opened in 
his own body, he runs away and 
will not return, so it will matter 
little if the work of art was a 
masterpiece of color. line. har­ 
mony; on the other hand, such 
emotions can be portrayed by the 
ibstraet artist without offending. 
the work can even still be beauti­ 
ful. 
To the statement that there is 
more good art being done by 
figurative painters, but that the 


greatest art is being done by ab­ 
stract painters, she added 
that 
what makes figurative painting 
of our period different from that 
ai the past is the greater use of 
and attention to abstract qualities 
by the figurative painters and to 
their realization that there are 
many additional values in reality 
not perceived by the ordinary vi­ 
sion 
this being true, then some 
knowledge of modem 
abstract 
3rt is necessary to understand 
even modem figurative art. 
Then followed a frief analysis 
of the "Triptych of Modern .Art", 
ieometric abstraction to one side 
with its emphasis on construction 
and harmony, to the other side 
abstract expressionism with its 
basis the 
uncontrolled 
impulse 
and unreflective action, and in 
the middle, abstract impression­ 
ism which 
can be either ge 
ometric or lyrical but which is 
conceptual, poetic, strong but not 
violent 
It is the middle way. is capable 
of development and deepening; it 
is the free culture of the man 
who is not in revolt or revolted. 
an

ture can continue to serve as a

Heart Type 
Sudden deaths of middle-aged 
or elderly persons in restaurants 
may be attributed to a heart at­ 
tack when the actual cause of 
death is suffocation due to food 
blocking the windpipe. Dr. R K. 
Haugen. Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla . 
said today. 
In the typical case, the victim 
suddenly stops eatmg and talking, i 
then collapses without any indica­ 
tion of distress. Dr Haugen of the 
Office of the Broward County 
Medical Examiner wrote in the 
current Journal of the American 
Medical Association 
He cited nine instances in Bro­ 
ward County which were investi­ 
gated in the past several years 
In almost every case, he said. the 
initial opinion rendered was that 
death was due to coronary ar­ 
tery disease, but autopsies later 
revealed that the victim's airway 
had been blocked by a large piece 
of unchewed meat. fish, or fat. 
Dr. Haugen said the precipitat­ 
ing factors were considered to be 
acute alcoholism, poor teeth, and 
bad table manners. 
Since the food cannot be remov­ 
ed manually by way of the mouth. 
he said, the only effective means 
of treatment is an emergency on- 
the-scene throat incision

The system is called Automatic 
Data Acquisition (ADA’. By using 
ADA. which has a phenomenal 
memory capable of storing up to 
million characters of data, a 
Lockheed manager can get an 
answer to a question in minutes.
